Most justices held, and the Attor- 
ney eGneral’s Department approves, 
that one of the things that owuld 
cause an animal to be termed “mis- 
chievous” is that it has been known 
to break through, jump over, or crawl 
under a lawful fence. 

It will be observed therefore, that 
in order to avail oneself of the protec- 
tion intended to be given by this Act, 
the land whereon an animal is tres- 
passing be surrounded by ‘such ‘a 
fence. It is not, however, necesasry 
that the entire farm be so enclosed. 
If the barnyard, the poultry yard or 
the garden issurrounded by a lawful 
fence and animals are found trespass- 
ing therein they may. be proceeded 
against under this act.
